T r e n t o n (N. J.), Ja n u a ry 25th. — T he 
crisis w as reached in th e S enatorial situ a ­ 
tion this afternoon, w hen the D em ocratic 
m ajority in the A ssem bly, in pursuance of 
th eir caucus program m e, torced a ballot. 
A call of the H ouse was m ade im m ediately 
upon reassem bling at 3 o'clock, and w ithin 
a few m inutes alt th e m em bers w ere in 
th eir places, except T hrockm orton (D eni.)

T he R epublicans failed 
to secure an adjournm ent. 
A m otion to 
proceed to ballot lor a U nited States Sen­ 
ator was objected to by the R epublicans as 
illegal, the requirem ent being th a t the vote 
should be taken on th e second Tuesday 
after th e organization ot the Legislature, 
and the Senatorial h alf of it was not organ­ 
ized. 
T h e D em ocrats replied th a t the laii- 
ure to organize was th e result of revolu­ 
tionary m ethods adopted by th e R epubli­ 
cans, end th at it was unnecessary to discuss 
th e m atter further.

11 provides that the Clerk of each 
couhty shall make out three certified copies 
o f the recorded returns within ten days 
after the local canvass of the vote, and for­ 
ward one each to the Speaker and the 
Hecrutary of State by mail, and one copy 
to the Speaker by express; and shall also 
file with the County Auditor an affidavit 
«1 tlie fact of such forwarding. 
The re­ 
turns sent to the Secretary of State are to 
be delivered by th at official to the Speaker. 
T his is all well enough, hut an essential 
feature is om itted— the penalty for failure 
to follow these directions. 
Experience has 
proved th at if th e law specifies every de" 
ta il of election returns; gives the lan­ 
guage to be employed th ere in ; tells the 
officer ju st w hat to write and where to 
■write it upon blanks furnished by the 
S ta te ; th at if the State supplies addressed 
envelopes and paper properly ruled and 
headed, and if in each Idank is printed a 
clear, specific direction what it shall con­ 
tain ; if on each envelope or sheet is print­ 
ed in bold characters ju st wliat 0, do with 
th a t particular piece of pa[>er, still some 
<ino or more of the County Clerks will dis- 
oliey these specific orders. 
There never 
has been a series of election returns sent 
up to the Capitol which were all complete 
and properly made out. 
There is a perversity in this m atter at­ 
taching to election officials that it is im ­ 
possible to account for. 
W e have known 
such officials in this county, for instance, 
to seal up both tally lists in the “deposit 
envelope,” though there stared them in 
th e face the explicit direction on the en­ 
velope, “put into this envelope one tally 
list only.” 
We have known them to stu­ 
pidly seal up returns without keeping any 
abstract of the totals, thus preventing the 
public from learning the facts of the out- 
/'onie of the election until the date of the 
official i anvass. 
In a recent Presidential 
election one County Clerk in California 
failed to send the returns to the Secretary 
o f State at all, and they never were filed. 
Now, in view of the fact th at the subject 
is an all-im portant one, and that the 
choosing of officials shall not lie placed at 
the mercy of a stupid or venal clerk, why 
not require some official body composed 
ol 
.cver.il memiiers to make out the re» 
turus and forward them ? 
For instance, 
when the Supervisors make the canvass— 
and that they will never fail to do, be­ 
cause of the interest of local candidates— 
why not require them to notify the Su­ 
perior Judge of the county of the fact, 
and attend before h im in open Court or in 
cham bers, and in the presence of 3t least a 
m ajority oi the Board, the Clerk and the 
County Auditor, fill out the blanks, in­ 
close, seal and direct them; alter which re­ 
quire the Slii’iill, Clerk and Auditor, or 
three other officials, jointly to m ail them 
by post and express ? 
And for failure to 
■do these duties attach a jamaltv, such as 
forfeiture of office. 
There may* appear to i »■ a great deal of 
m achinery and red tape aliout such a pro- 
oos• as suggested, hut let it be borne in 
m ind th at ascertainment of the will of the 
people as expressed at the ballot-box is 
one of the m »t vital of duties ; th at it 
Le» at the very base of republican institu­ 
tions and i- suhstructural to the govern­ 
m ent of the nation. 
Moreover, a few 
hours of strict and clearly-defined duty- 
doing on the part of well-paid officials is 
nothing as against such annoyances as oc­ 
curred a few weeks ago in the m atter of 
ascertaining officially the result of the 
G ubernatorial election, and which annoy­ 
ance cost the State some thousands of 
dollars. 


OF POLICE DEPARTMENTS. 


The dm rter-m akers in San Francisco 
have resolved upon a provision in the new 
c h arter for the metropolis, that fixes the 
term for the Chief of Police at an indefi­ 
nite period, that official to he subject to re­ 
m oval at any time. 
It is a good idea. 
Police departm ents ought to be indepen­ 
dí ■ 
e: annual or biennial revolutions at 
th 
np.im o." partv. 
T he ideal police 
have is that which shall he organized as 
is the m ilitary, with certainty in place 
during good behavior and efficiency. W ith 
forces formulate 1 upon th at idea there 
•w ee'1 be - i.h a 
ngc in the m atter of 
enfi ri 
, 
he laws, as woul 1 astonish even 
th e raooi optomistic citizen. Let us be 


honest with each other. 
W hen our police 
departm ents are inefficient, it is charge­ 
able to political control. 
Officers and 
roundsmen alike stand in fear of those 
wielding “ inflooens.” 
They are subser­ 
vient to the bosses; they know th at their 
retention dejiends more upon the smile of 
the ward boss than the approval of the 
general public. 
Under an organization 
sem i-m ilitary we would have a system of 
promotions based upon meritorious service. 
“ D eserving” would be the rule, and fear­ 
lessness in duty-doing the motto. 
The 
vocation of policeman ought to be a life 
service for all efficient men. 
Rogues like 
nothing better than frequent changes in 
police dejiartm ents; a new “ deal ” in a 
[«dice departm ent is their especial oppor­ 
tunity. 
There is one other provision the 
San Francisco eliarter-makers should a t­ 
tach to their new resolution, and th at is 
to make the term of Chief of Police and 
all subordinate jiolice officers so indefinite 
th at displacement can be made only for 
cause, and not political cause at that 
T his is the theory upon which wc proceed 
with State Prison officials, and it should 
be extended to our police departments. 


A c o r r e s p o n d e n t , whose communica­ 
tion appears in another column, jioints out 
very clearly that lottery advertising in 
any form is no violation of our laws as 
they stand. 
But he recognizes the need 
for more effective statutory regulations. 
We cannot conceive, now that the atten­ 
tion 
of 
legislators 
is called 
to 
the 
subject, 
th at 
they 
will 
hesitate 
to 
construct 
the 
needed 
laws. 
Mere 
statutory declaration against 
the vice 
will effect 
little. 
As our correspond­ 
ent well suggests, there must be imposed 
upon some one the duty of pursuing 
offenders. 
We have sufficient confidence 
in the innate sense of justice of newspaper 
proprietors in California, to believe that 
they will cease furnishing cause for com­ 
plaint when once the law-making power of 
the State declares th at the evil shall cease. 
Present offending is due to the doubt that 
invests the question of “ W hat is lottery 
advertising?” 
AH th at is needed is to 
clearly and explicitly define it, and then 
require some official to attend to the en­ 
forcement of the law. 
Our correspondent’s 
novel view of the economic side of the 
question has force. 
B ut th at there is a 
drain of $100,000 by this vicious means 
from the pockets of the people, cuts a 
small figure in the great question whether 
this State is prepared to indorse th at 
which the Federal laws prohibit and 
«gainst which the United States mails are 
rigidly closed. 
Here is a scheme which 
one of the most im portant Departments of 
the Federal Government m onthly black­ 
lists as a fraud, and participation in which 
it pronounces to lie a crim e; a scheme our 
Constitution and laws brand as crim inal; 
and yet the officials of the State and her 
municipal ¡ties coolly countenance it by their 
inactivity. 
W e again call the attention of 
the legislative Committees on Public M or­ 
als to the field for action th at opens to 
them in this m atter. 
T he legislator who 
shall rise equal to the occasion and intro­ 
duce and urge the necessary hills, will 
deserve well of the people, though doing 
nothing move than his sworn duty. 


T h e retaliation fishery hill has passed 
the Senate of the United States. 
As a 
rule retaliatory legislation is indefensible, 
but in this case there really seems to be 
no other effective method short of war, of 
bringing the B ritish authorities to terms. 
It is a clearly defined and unmistakable 
notice to G reat Britain th at American 
fishing interests upon the great banks and 
outside of jurisdictional shore limits, shall 
lie protected and not handicapped by an 
arrogant people. 
There is no danger of 
war growing out of the action of Congress 
should the bill become a law. 
England 
is not prepared to hazard a conflict with 
the U nited States upon the issue involved. 
She will rather lie disposed to enter into 
new negotiations for amicable adjustment. 
She has violated treaty rights of Am eri­ 
can fishermen, and some of her best inter­ 
national lawyers have already so advised 
her Government. 
But England never yet 
hesitated to lirowlieat, if (lermitted, in all 
this fishery business, nor has she ever yet 
failed to yield tip th at policy when boldly 
confronted, and th at is what the United 
States Government now proposes to do. 
Last summer we w entover the whole ground 
in this fishery dispute, and we assume th at 
the people are intelligent concerning it. 
Of this we may be assured, the plain and 
obvious intent of the treaties sustain the 
American view, and it is therefore in 
keeping with good policy to notify G reat 
Britain of our intention to stand by our 
interpretation.

W hen 
men so far forget themselves as to project 
into legitim ate debate the methods of the 
bar-room, they pflend in the grossest man­ 
ner. 
T his same practice, however, is not 
infrequent in legislative debates, anil mo­ 
tives are impugned and character assailed 
under the delusion that such policy is 
forceful and effective. 
The man who re­ 
frains from it, who debates issues upon 
legitim ate lines, and who keeps his tem ­ 
per, always has the advantage. 


T h e dynamite ring of the ear-striker 
organization in San Francisco, has renewed 
the “ cartridge campaign.” 
It will now be 
in order for the staid and reverend citi­ 
zens of the metropolis to again meet and 
resolve th at the Legislature should legis­ 
late. 
There’s nothing that strikes terror 
to the soul of the evil-doer like a terribly 
earnest legislative bill, thundering 
the 
threats of the law-making power. 
By all 
means legislate; the more dynam ite is 
fired off, the more hot-shot legislation 
should be returned—keep up the bom­ 
bardment.

L a tr o b e , January 25th.—H iram Robin­ 
son, a native cf Ireland, aged 51 years, a 
sheepherder in the employ of H . E. Barton, 
was found dead to-day about three miles 
west from Latrobe. Robinson came into 
town on Tuesday morning, the 18th, and 
paid up his store bills, purchased some 
necessary goods for his use, and, w ith his 
shepherd dog and two pups, started for his 
cabin, about five miles distant.

The non-return of Robinson, and 
the acts of the dogs, excited suspicion that 
som ething was wrong, whereupon friends 
and neighbors started out to ascertain the 
cause, and to-day discovered the dead body. 
Robinson was under alcoholic influence 
prior to his departure for home, and the 
supposition is that he fell by the way, be­ 
came chilled, and died from exposure.

E d s. R e c o k d -U n io n : Please perm it me 
to say a word in praise of the edi torials on 
lottery gambling contained in your paper 
of Monday, and prior to that date, and to 
congratulate the R e c o rd - U n io n on being 
the only leading journal in California with 
the courage, disinterestedness and public 
spirit to denounce in plain term s this crying 
evil, and to expose the shameful and 
shameless m anner in which the lottery 
law is violated. In referring to the practice 
of certain newspapers in advertising the 
Louisiana lottery you strike at the root of 
the evil. The publication of the cock- 
and-bull stories about the 
winning of 
prizes does more to incite gambling in 
lottery tickets than all other causes com­ 
bined. They consist of what is known in 
newspaper parlance as “ paid m atter,” i. e., 
an advertisem ent in the guise of reading 
m atter. This advertising is in clear viola- 
lation of the law and. under Section 322 of 
the Penal Code, is aiding and abetting a 
lottery, and constitutes a misdemeanor. 
The law is plain enough as it stands, but 
no effort is m ade to enforce it. The writer 
would suggest some am endm ents 
that 
would torce the officers to do their duty. 
Let Section 322 of the Penal Code be 
amended or supplemented in substance as 
follows : ;Make it a m isdemeanor to pub­ 
lish any advertisement of a lottery, any 
drawing of a lottery or any paid reading 
matter, in narrative or o th tr form, relating 
to the winning of prizes, or tending to in­ 
duce persons to purchase tickets in lotter­ 
ies, no m atter under what guise such enter­ 
prise may be designated. 
Make i't the duty of every Sheriff or Con­ 
stable, or every Chief of Police or Marshal 
of any incorporated city or town, to swear 
to a complaint against the proprietor, pub­ 
lisher or manager or any other publication, 
printing or issuing such m at'er, and arrest 
the offender, and stringently require that 
the District Attorney shall, w ithout delay, 
bring the offender to prosecution. It would 
be an easy m atter to provide penalties for 
the neglect of the said duty by the officers. 
In fact, the entire m achinery to compel en­ 
forcement of the law could he made very 
simple. 
In no other State in the Union, except per­ 
haps in a few of the Southern States, is the 
advertisem ent and puffing of lotteries per­ 
mitted. The State of New York is particu­ 
larly stringent in this m atter. 
A num ber 
of years ago the eider Bennett, presuming 
on the power and influence of his paper, 
essayed to defy the law by publishing lot­ 
tery drawings in the Ilerald, but was 
brought up with a round turn and com­ 
pelled to desist. 
I do not remember the 
exact particulars of the case, whether auy 
penalty was or was not inflicted, but I do 
distinctly recollect that Bennett was beaten. 
By some it is charged that the im punity 
with which the San Francisco newspapers 
violate the lottery law is due to a disincli­ 
nation to incur the wrath of the press, 
which in some cases, is known to be sleep­ 
less. 
Now, I do not mean to assert that 
the law authorities of San Francisco are 
afraid of the newspapers, but with such 
provisions cf the law as I have indicated 
above, they could perform their duty w ith­ 
out affording any excuse to the newspapers 
to hound (hem in the future. As an in­ 
stance of the awe in which the newspapers 
are held on the lottery question, 1 will state 
a fact within my own knowledge. There is 
in San Francisco an organization known 
as the Society fot the Suppression of Vice. 
The attention of the agent of this society 
was called to the lottery evil, and he was 
asked why he did not prosecute the offend­ 
ing newspapers. 
“ W hat!” he exclaimed 
in horror, “go after the newspapers 1 W hy, 
they’d bust up our society inside of a week. 
Ob, no, our society doesn't want to antago­ 
nize the papers.” 
One of the quibbles or subtei luges resort­ 
ed to by the newspapers when they are 
accused of violating the lottery law, is that 
the publications appear after the fact; that 
is, subsequent to the drawing, and there­ 
fore cannot he an inducement for the pur­ 
chase of tickets. This is true as to that 
particular drawing, but it is an incite­ 
m ent 
to 
invest 
in 
future drawings. 
This 
lias 
been 
so 
decided by the 
Courts, bul I cannot recall the particular 
cases. 
A nother quibble is that the law 
only applies to lotteries drawn in the State 
in which the advertisem ent appears. This 
point has been passed upon to the contrary 
by the Court of Appeals of the State of New 
York. 
The member of the Legislature who will 
introduce a bill and secure the passage of a 
law to abolish or at least check the mon­ 
strous and still-growing lottery evil may 
incur the enmity of the metropolitan press, 
which fattens on it, but will earn the ap­ 
proval of all right-m inded men and prove 
himself a public benefactor. 
Laying aside 
the moral part of the subject, which was 
succinctly and ably discussed in the Rkc- 


o r d - U n i o n ’s editorial, let us consider it in 
its economic bearings. 
It is expertly esti­ 
mated that an average of $150,000 per 
m onth 
is drained from the States of 
California and Nevada by the Louis­ 
iana 
lottery, 
of 
which 
am ount 
an 
average 
of 
some 
$30,000 is returned 
for 
prizes 
and 
payment of advertis­ 
ing bills or retained as agents’ commissions. 
Now I know of no rule of political economy 
by 
which 
a 
drain 
of 
$120,000 
per 
m onth 
from 
any 
particular 
section, 
without 
the 
return 
of 
any 
equiv­ 
alent, 
can ¡he 
anything but 
hurtful 
to prosperity. The answer of the lottery 
gpmblers to this is, that people will gamble 
anyhow, and that the remedy is a lottery 
authorized by the State of California. This, 
under our Constitution, is impossible. But, 
granting that the gambling instinct is in­ 
herent in hum an nature, the fact stands 
out that other forms of gambling are not so 
injurious to a comm unity in a tiiftncial 
sense, because in card and dice gambling— 
bad and demoralizing as it is—the money 
at least finds its way from hand to hand, 
and passes more or less through the chan­ 
nels of trade w ithin the comm unity, while 
money “ gambled ” away in foreign lot­ 
teries goe3 to enrich other communities, 
and but a trifling percentage ever finds its 
way hack to its source. 
It seems that the members of the Legis­ 
lature have not fully realized the im port­ 
ance of this subject, and its injury to the 
State, m orally, socially and pecuniarily, but 
I believe they will, for I know earnest men 
in the houses who despise the vice. The 
metropolitan members seem more imlifler- 
eut, and the country members, m any of 
them at least, have not been brought in 
contact with the question sufficiently to 
realize its baleful influence. 
It requires, 
however, no deep research or remarkable 
legislative ability to ascertain the facts and 
perfect legislation to abate the evil, and it 
is to be hoped that the close of this session 
will find on our statute hoots a string! nt 
law which will effectually prevent the fur­ 
ther poisoning of the m inds of the gullible 
and ignorant by the newspapers with the 
virus of lottery gambling.

A. B. 14. an Act to eradicate glanders a n d 
farcy, a disease am ong horses, occupied en its 
second reading a greater portion of th e day, 
nearly every m em ber in the house participating 
in the debate. It was am ended and ordered en­ 
grossed and to a third reading. As am ended, 
the bill reads as follows : 
Section 1. It shall be the duty of any Board of 
Supervisors of this State, w hen any twenty-five 
or more residents and taxpayers shall petition 
the Board *or the appointm ent of a County 
V eterinary Surgeon, whose duties are hereafter 
defined, and said Board so petitioned shall, at 
th at or the next m eeting o f its Board, proceed 
to appoint a V eterinary Surgeon, who shall hold 
during the pleasure of the ro ard , whose duties 
shall be t<> exam ine sill anim als reported to 
having glanders o r farcy, and if such anim al or 
anim als shall l»e found to be so diseased, to sum ­ 
mons three disiuteresti d m en, who shall be res­ 
idents and tuxpa>ers of said county, and they 
shall proceed to value said anim al or anim als, 
w hich valuation shall not exceed th e sum of 
$25 for one anim al, to be paid out of the general 
fund of said county; said appraisers to receive 
th e sum of $3 per day, aud said V eterinary Sur­ 
gí on shall receive the sum of $6 for each day en ­ 
gaged in these duties, also payable out o f the 
general fund of the county. 
Section 2. Ail such anim als so condem ned 
and valued shall be im m ediately killed in the 
presence of the veterinary surgeon, but the 
o w n e r s or keepers o f Raid anim al m ay ki:l and 
dispose o f said anim al w ithin ten h o u r - alter 
condem nation and valuati .n: b u t should they 
fail to do so, the veterii ary surgeon shall cause 
th* sam e to be done, and to deduct from the 
valuation of the same a sum not to exceed $10 
per head, to pay for th e k illing and disposing of 
sam e by burial at an expense not to exceed $5. 
Section 3. Any person who shall obstruct the 
action <*f the veterinary surgeon, and so prevent 
th e killing o f any anim al or anim als so con­ 
dem ned and valued, shall be guilty of a m isde­ 
m eanor. and, upon conviction thereof by any 
Court of com petent jurisdiction, shall be fined a 
sum not to exceed $75. or by im prisonm ent not 
to exceed thirty days in jail, or by l*>th fine and 
im prisonm ent, or either, at th e discretion of 
the Court.

T h e E v id en ce A lt In —A rg u m en t to C om ­ 
m e n c e T h is M orning. 
At 0:30 yesterday m orning the argum ent 
as to the admissibility of certain evidence 
which the prosecution sought to introduce 
was commenced by Mr. Johnson, for the 
defense. 
He spoke at some length in op­ 
position to the admission of the testimony, 
and quoted authorities to sustain his posi­ 
tion. 
District A ttorney B runer and M r 
Jones, for the prosecution, urged that the 
evidence was proper, and that they were 
entitled to it as bearing upon the question 
whether the defendant had been made the 
victim of a felonious assault by the man 
she subsequently killed. Mr. Jones thought 
some of the witnesses for the defense had 
been put on to prove that a rape had been 
comm itted upon the defendant. 
Mr. Johnson denied that they had put 
fitn esses forward to prove that proposition, 
and alleged that they had only sought to 
prove the condition of the defendant's 
m ind. 
After nearly two hours of argument, the 
motion was subm itted to the Court, who 
decided that the evidence was not admissi­ 
ble, m ainly because of its attacking the 
character of the defendant, as relating to 
chastity, which the testimony introduced 
by the defense did not open the way for. 
The jury was then called in, but, as the 
only witnesses the prosecution desired to 
call were medical experts, and they were 
not on hand, a recess was taken until 1:30 
p. M. 
The Court reassembled at that hour, with 
the customary crush of spectators. 
Dr. G. 
B. Clow was sworn, and testified, in re­ 
sponse to a hypothetical question, that the 
conduct of the defendant m ight be that of 
either a sane or insane person, not being 
especially characteristic of either. 
Dr. G. L. Simmons, who was the next 
witness, had known the defendant from 
childhood. H e had examined her at the 
station-house as to her physical condition, 
and had not noticed anything about her to 
denote unsoundness of mind. 
Neither had 
he seen anything in her during her lifetime 
to indicate unsoundness of m ind. 
Mr. Jones put a hypothetical question, 
detailing all of the defendant’s actions, 
from and including the evening of the al­ 
leged rape up to the tim e of her arrest for 
the m urder of Jacob Klein, and desired the 
doctor's opinion, as an expert, as to her 
sanity. 
He replied that he did not think 
her actions indicated insanity. 
Dr. A. E. Brune was next summoned to 
testify as an expert, and the hypothetical 
question propounded to Dr. Simmons was 
presented to him . 
He thought all of the 
defendant’s acts were thoseof a sane person. 
The prosecution having closed, the de­ 
fense introduced several witnesses to rebut 
the testimony taken in rebuttal on the 
previous day. Several witnesses testified 
that the defendant was in Davisville on the 
8th of last Match, contradicting the testi­ 
m ony of those for the prosecution. 
D. S. Jackson testified that there was a 
roof over the out-building and hallw ay at 
the Gram mar School where the alleged 
outrage was committed upon thedefendant, 
and that there were no gas lights there. It 
was also shown by an alm anac which was 
introduced that on the night of the assault 
there was no moon, the object of the testi­ 
m ony being doubtless to discredit young 
Kuchler’s story as to w hat he saw there 
that night. 
This completed the evidence in the case, 
and it was decided to adjourn until 1 0 a . m . 
to-day, when District A ttorney Bruner 
will commence the argum ent. 
As the 
Court has not lim ited the attorneys as to 
the tim e they m ay occupy, it is probable 
that the case will not get to the jury until 
late to-morrow.

They had been presided over in the 
Senate cham ber by ex-Lieutenant-Governor 
Daggett, who by his fairness, im partiality 
and constant desire to do entire justice by 
all, on every and all occasions, had won 
their respect, esteem 
and 
highest re­ 
gard. 
As 
the 
tim e 
had 
now come 
when 
the official 
ties 
that 
had 
so 
long 
bound 
them 
together 
were 
severed, when they should meet no more in 
an official capacity, when they m ust be 
separated by many miles, and their social 
intercourse be interrupted, so far as some 
were concerned forever, the Senators de­ 
sired to present the ex-Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor w ith a slight token of their regard, a 
remembrance of tbe m any anxious days 
they bad spent in the halls of legislation, 
battling against slickens, fighting for irri­ 
gation, wrestling with the apportionm ent 
bills, m aking Fnited States Senators, ami 
stubbornly Yigli.ing 
political 
questions. 
W hile m any of those days are historical 
for the legislation accomplished, others are 
remembered for the pleasurable reunions 
and fraternal greetings that ever character­ 
ized the intercourse between them . The 
speaker then presented Mr. Daggett with a 
m am m oth diam ond scarf pin, handsomely 
set in a broad gold band. 
Mr. Daggett made no exenses ; tundid not 
say that he was taken by surprise; that he 
was not prepared to respond, or anything 
of that kind, but responded with much 
feeling, and, as he wanned to the occasion, 
he became eloquent. 
It was the happiest 
m om ent of his life. 
H e said so, and every­ 
one who listened to his speech realized that 
fact. 
He was inspired, he was eloquent, 
and as he reviewed the past and expressed 
hopes for the future, he used language so 
full of feeling, so honest, sincere, so re­ 
plete with the finer feelings of sentim ent­ 
ality, that no one could for a moment 
believe they came from 
a politician, 
and particularly so when that politician 
was a 
Democrat. 
He 
paid a high 
compliment to Senator Chandler, who 
had served with him seven sessions of the 
Legislature, and although opposed in poli­ 
tics they ever agreed on all issues where 
the riglits of the people were at stake. 
In 
his opinion Senator Chandler was a good, 
sound, honest legislator, the only fault he 
had to find with him was that he was a 
Republican.

ParadLse In B u tte C ouuty. 
E d s. R e c o rd -U k io n : In a former letter I 
spoke of the adaptability of the soil and 
climate of this section to the cultivation of 
fruits. Fruits grown here are remarkably 
healthy, and hitherto have been free from 
insect pests known to other portions of the 
State. 
It is only of late that the people 
here have begun to plant more fruit trees 
than sufficient for family use, but now 
there appears to be an opening for a sub­ 
stantial and profitable business in fruit. 
Below the Paradise plateau, and inter­ 
vening between it and tbe lower foothills, 
are several ridges alternating with as many 
canyons, portions of which, when brought 
under cultivation, are admirably adapted 
to vineyards. 
Much of the land on the 
ridges is covered with a dense growth of 
shrub oak and other brush, from the size of 
a mere sprout to that of two inches in 
diameter. 
This land is of a deep soil, 
comparatively free from rock, and may be 
had almost for the settling upon il. Taken 
with the Paradise country, it is well situ­ 
ated to form an irrigating district. 
To the west, and contiguous to Paradise, 
is the great canyon of Butte creek, which 
stream rises high up in the Sierras, and, 
flowing southwesterly, makes its exit into 
the Sacramento valley at the Rancho Es- 
qttan, now owned by Senator Stanford. 
From its exit, to m any miles up into the 
hills, its banks, or rather slopes, are dotted 
Itere and there with the abodes of men, 
surrounded with sm all orchards and vine­ 
yards, m any of which were built and im ­ 
proved while their owners were engaged in 
m ining in the stream or on its hunks. As 
the claims were worked, the savings were 
used to build u p a home and surround it 
with comforts, so that when the mine was 
exhausted, the little farm became a source 
oi profit sufficient to insure a living, and 
the m iner changed his occupation to tiiat 
of farming, fruit and stock raising. 
About opposite Paradise, but m uch lower 
in altitude, on the west slope of Butte 
creek, is the home of John Nichol. one of 
the pioneers of Bntte county. There is 
nothing peculiar about tbe locality, aside 
from the im provem ent 
made upon it, 
which makes it differ m aterially from 
thousands of acres on either slope of the 
stream. H is house has all tiie appoint­ 
ments of a comfortable and refined home, 
embowered under lofty fig trfts and clim b­ 
ing vines, so that he literally sits under his 
own vine and fig tree. 
W hen you enter 
his gate you leave behind yon the country 
in all its native roughness, just as you may 
see it in any of the canyons that are so 
num erous 
along 
the Sierrps in Butte 
county, and enter a tropical pi r idise. 
H e has fruits from the grape to the 
orange. 
Among his orange trees there is 
one thirty years old, of mpgnifieent propor­ 
tions and 
loaded with 
delicious fruit. 
Flowers and fruits are everywhere met 
with in delightful profusion within his 
inclosures. 
Now, what has been done may 
be done again. Thousands of acres on 
either slope ’of Butte creek are susceptible 
of sim ilar cultivation. 
Here may be culti­ 
vated in great perfection the olive, tbe 
orange, the fig and the grape. 
Knowledge, 
taste and energy combined, with a little 
capital, will transform such a country from 
an ordinary wild to one of tropical luxu­ 
riance.

N ew M etrop olitan T h ea ter, 
The Abbott Grand Opera Company pre­ 
sented the comic opera “ The M ikado” last 
night to a lull house and a delighted audi­ 
ence. 
It has never been given so well here 
Carleton’s company costumed it magnifi­ 
cently, but it did not sing it nearly so well 
as tbe Abbott troupe. The work was thor­ 
oughly well 
done 
last 
evening, and 
with 
a finish 
that 
is 
possible only 
to 
an 
accomplished 
troupe. 
Of 
course it 
was a 
descent; 
of 
course 
Kniina Abbott demonstrated 
only her 
versatility^ by tbe descent, her comedy 
capacity and the fact that she has dramatic 
qualities of a superior order. 
But when 
she sang with exquisite grace, " H e Loves 
But Thee,’’and "The Last Bose of Sum m er,’' 
in the m idst of the piece, and the latter 
with a depth of feeling am ounting to the 
passionate, hushing the house in each ease 
to breathless silence, broken ai the last by 
bursts of applause such as only enthused 
audiences indulge in, the return to the gal­ 
loping and thin m usic of the "M ikado” was 
almost offensive. Such violent contrasts are 
more than harsh. The piece introduced 
several " people ’’ n o tin “ 11 Trovatore”— 
Bertini, a charm ing actress and pleasing 
contralto; Elvise Mortimer, a mezzo so­ 
prano of good support: Delano, a strong 
supporting baritone, and W alter Allen, wlio 
is a capital low comedian of Tare good parts, 
and won tbe warmest favor of the audi­ 
ence. The first judgm ent of the chorus 
must be amended ; given an opportunity it 
proves itself to be very much better, and 
the twenty voices to be equal to the dr - 
mands made upon them, doing their work 
sm oothly and with spirit. 
Toniasi, the 
musical director, has a limited but quite 
well balanced and very willing band of in ­ 
strum entalists under him , and as a result 
the orchestration is effective and sym pa­ 
thetic with the spirit of the director, whose 
capacity and good judgm ent are patent. 
From beginning to end last night every 
lending m ember of the opera was encored, 
and some of them over and over again 
to the verge of trespass upon good nature. 
The verdict of la*t evening, as on the first, 
was that Miss Abbott lias achieved a brill­ 
iant success, that she is a vocalist who is 
a m i'tress in Iict art, a soprano of dramatic 
ability, an<l that her voice is pure in qual­ 
ity. true in tone, of great flexibility, adapted 
to emotional expression, handled with con­ 
sum m ate skill, and in the tenderer passages 
especially, is of rarest delicacy aud sweet­ 
ness.

Wheeler, 
the Secretary of the Board of Viticulture, 
wont to Oakville, in Napa county, yester­ 
day afternoon, to make practical tests of a 
new method for killing phylloxera on vires 
and destroying the insects on trees. The 
invention which it is proposed to try is an 
old remedy, but applied by a new method, 
and consists of charging tbe vine and the 
soil with a current of electricity until an 
influence is produced uitder which the 
insect cannot iive.

T h e S enate H efeata th e W om en’s SoiTrage 
R esolution. 
[By telegraph to the Record-I'nio.m.J 
" W ashington, 
Ja n u ary ^ b . —Farw ell, 
Senator-elect from Illinois, had th e oath of 
office adm inistered to him . and took the 
seat recently occupied by Cullom . w hile the 
latter to o k ' th at recently occupied by the 
late Senator Logan. 
Dawesi froai th e Conference Com m ittee 
on th e bill to provide for th e allo tm en t of 
lands in seviralty to In d ian s in th e various 
reservations, and to e ite n d th e protection 
of the law s of the U nited States and of th e 
T erritories over th e Indians, m ade a report. 
D olph in quired w hether th e lim it of 
tw enty-tive years, fixed as th e tim e before 
w hicii th e lands ow ned by In d ian s could 
be alienated, bad been reduced. 
Daw es replied that the tim e lim iting th e 
pow er of alienation had n o t been reduced. 
On th e contrary, th e P resident was au th o r­ 
ized to ex .end th e lim it in jiarticular cases. 
A s soon as an individual Indian took up 
his allotm ent,’ he was to have a patent, 
which patent w ould be held by th e G overn­ 
m en t for tw enty-five years, at th e end of 
w hich tim e lie was to get a p aten t in fee. 
A fter fu rth er explanation the conference 
report was agreed to. 
Senator A llison presented the conference 
report on the arm y appropriation bill. 
H e 
stated th at m ost of th e am endm ents were 
form a), and th a t the total am ount appro­ 
priated is $23,724,718, being $28,338 less 
th an th e appropriation of last year. 
T he 
report was agreed to. 
B lair m oved to lay aside unfinished busi­ 
ness and to take up the w om an suffrage 
constitutional 
am endm ent. 
C arried—25 
to 18. 
Before proceeding to the consideration of 
th s suilVage 
resolution, 
the C hair a n ­ 
nounced his signature to th e interstate 
com m erce bill. 
T h e follow ing is the text of the proposed 
a m e n d m e n t: T he rig h t of citizens of the 
U nited States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by th e U nited States, or by any 
State, on account o f sex. 
Congress shall 
have power, by appropriate legislation, to 
enforce the prov sions of this article. 
B row n addressed th e Senate in opposi­ 
tion. 
H e said th at wom an now exercised 
an im perceptible influence in public affairs 
m uch greater than she could it fem ale suf­ 
frage were enacted. 
It m ight be gratifica­ 
tion to a sm all m inority o f w om en, b u t it 
w ouid be cruelty to th e large m ajority of 
them . T h e m ost ignorant and less refined 
portions of the fem ale population (to say 
n o th ing of tlie baser classes) would il& k to 
the polls, w hile refined, intelligent and 
virtuous w om en w ould stay at hom e. T hus 
there w ould be a vast preponderance of 
ignorance and vice at th e polls. 
D olph favored the resolution. 
T he stage 
of ridicule o f the m ovem ent was passed. 
T h is resolution m ight not pass, b u t th e 
tim e was not far d istan t w hen, in every 
State and T erritory, w om en w ould be ad ­ 
m itted to an equal voice in th e govern­ 
m ent, w hether the fe d e ra l C onstitution be 
am ended or not. 
Kustis inquired o f D olph w h eth er be 
did not th in k , if w om an had th e rig h t of 
suffrage, sh e ou g h t also to be required to 
serve on juries. 
Dolph said th a t th at did not necessarily 
follow . T here was no connection betw een 
jury service and th e rig h t of suffrage. 
B ut 
in ’W ashington T erritory, w here w om en 
had the rigut o f sutlrage, they also served 
on juries, and to the great satisfaction of 
Judges and law yers. 
Kustis understood th a t u n d er all State 
law s those duties w ere considered co-rela­ 
tive. 
H e asked w hether it was a decent 
spectacle to take a m other from her n ursing 
in fan t and keep h e r up all n ig h tsittin g on 
a jury. 
D olph replied th a t there was n o th in g in 
th a t suggestion, because no w om an under 
such circum stances w ould he required to 
serve on a jury. 
In conclusion he sa id : 
"God speed th e day w hen, n o t only in all 
the Slates and T erritories, b u t everyw here, 
w om an shall stand before th e law freed 
from th e shackles riveted on her by ty r­ 
anny and by ignorance, not only in rela­ 
tion to the right of suffrage, but in relation 
to every other rig h t.” 
T he presiding officer laid before th e S en­ 
ate a m essage from th e President, trans­ 
m itting a com m unication from the Secre­ 
tary- of S tate and correspondence on the 
subject of th e proposed N icaraguan ship 
canal. Ordered printed. 
Vest spoke in opposition to the w om an 
suffrage resolution. 
B lair m ade an argum ent in favor of the 
resolution. 
T he vote was then taken on th e resolu­ 
tion. and it was defeated—ayes 15, noes 34. 
On m otion of M alioue, th e bills for pub­ 
lic buildings were taken from the calendar 
and passed, as follows : To com plete the 
building at S anta Fe, N. M., not exceeding 
$52, 1 4 8 ; 
appropriating $150,000 for I.os 
Angeles, Cal.; the building at C harleston, 
S. C.. n o t to exceed $100,000 for th e site and 
$2u0,000 for the b u ild in g : foi^Jefferson, 
Tex , not to exceed $50,000 for tW site and 
building. 
Beck gave notice th at h e w ould to-m or­ 
row call up the railroad attorney bill. 
T h e Senate then adjourned. 
THE HOCBE. 
W ash (KOTOR. Ja n u ary 25th — lliscock of 
New Y ork appeared in th e H ouse this 
m orning and was w arm ly congratulated by 
his colleagues upon his success in the Sen­ 
atorial contest in New Y ork. 
T he enrolled copy of the interstate com ­ 
m erce bill w as signed by the Speaker, and 
after it has been signed by the presiding of­ 
ficer of the Senate, w ill be sent to the P res­ 
ident. 
T u rn er of Georgia ciiled up th e Rhode 
Island contested election case of Page vs. 
Pierce. 
T he m ajority resolution declares 
the seat vacant, w hile th e m inority resolu­ 
tion confirm s the right ot Pierce to the 
seat. 
T he m ajority resolution was agreed 
to—aves 130, noes 33. 
H atch of M issouri reported the agricult­ 
ural appropriation bill, and it was referred 
to the C om m ittee of th e W hole. 
The H ouse then adjourned. 


lViur-iDAking in C atalonia. 
T he A m erican Consul at C atalonia w rites 
as follows concerning th e m ethod of w ine­ 
m aking pursued in 
th at country, and 
w hich w ill be of interest to C alifornia vinc- 
y ardists : 
T h e value of w ine in C atalonia being 
generally based on the deepness of the 
color, bruising by th e feet is preferred (as 
strange as it m ay seem ) to an y w ine-press, 
how ever perfect, for besides tbe advantage 
the first m ethod has over th e second of 
m ore perfectly airing the m ust, iboi-bruis- 
ing breaks u p m ore com pletely tb e outer 
skin of the grape, in w hich th e coloring 
m attei is contained. 
T he piessing is done 
eith er w ith bare feet (the m en w alking for 
hours and hours around in a sm all circle), 
which is preferable, as n eith er th e seeds of 
the grape no r th e stem s, w hich contain a 
great am ount o f tauuin, are broken, or 
w ith hem p sandals especially m ade for the 
purpose. 
I! wooden ferm entlng-vats are used, th e 
bruising is d <nc in tubs from three to live 
feet wide and iwo teet high. 
W hen ibe 
pressing is finished the juice and stem s are 
taken to the ferm entir.g-vat, eith er by run- 
n in g jh e m off from tbe press direct, w hen 
th e press-iubs are located higher th an the 
vat, or iu dippers, etc. 
W hen the vats are 
of m asonry, th e pressing is done on a plat­ 
form of loose boards on top of tbe vats, the 
m ust run n in g into tbe vats through tbe 
cracks. 
T he stem s and seed and skins are 
also let dow n into th e vats by raising one 
of th e boards, care being taken that they 
spread,out uniform ly on the bottom of the 
vats, for w hich purpose th e boards are 
1 f:ed successively one after another. 
As stated above, foot-bruising is preferred 
to the use of any met h in c il press. T he e 
are, however, know n and also used, tw o 
kinds of m achines m anufactured in Barce­ 
lona. and m any o f E nglish, G erm an and 
Belgian m ake are offered for sale. 
M ust undergoes tw o ferm entations—Up: 
rapid, or tum ultuous, and the slow. 
T he 
first takes ['lace in the vats after com ing 
from the press. 
Iu Catalonia these vat3 are 
generally m ade of wood, w hile in the rest 
ot Spain, as I understand, earthen vats are 
com m only used. 
T he wooden vats are 
easily set up and cleaned w iiboutdifficultv. 
T hey are filled to w ithin eighteen inches of 
the top, th u s avoiding th e spilling o f the 
w ine w hen, in com plete ferm entation, the 
‘ head ” is form ed. 
T be size of these vats 
diflers, being proportionate to th e quantity 
of the crop, for if. as is desirable, the fer­ 
m entation is to take place sim ultaneously 
in th e entire liquid, the vat should be able 
to be filled in tw enty-four bour< 
» I n Catalonia the w ines are m ore appre­ 
ciated th e drier they are; th a t is to say. the 
less unferm entcd sugar rem ains and th e 
greater am ount of coloring m atter they 
■ o.’ain. 
A fter th e tum ultuous ferm enta- 
t■ >u lue w ine is deianted into casks, w here 
. 
iim b .goes the slow ferm entation. 
In 
m any jiaris of C a:alonia this decanting is 
still done w ith pails, w hereby tb e w ine 
often sours nr ! >es arom a on account of 
com ing in c-infract w ith the air too long. 
P um ps, sij i.ons and saii-elntu hose are 
d ai'v cm 'iiug in m ore use. 
T he slow fer- 
meniii ion iu the casks, which iasts six 
m ouths, is th e iast process and the w ine is 
tit for th e m arket. 
In th e above description I have given 
preference to th e m ethods o f m aking w ire 
hv th e -m ailer wine growers and farm ers, 
so characteristic of Catalonia.
